THOMAS JEFFERSON DESORIBED BY DANIEL 
WEBSTER.

_ Mr. Jefferson is now between eighty-one and 
eighty-two, above six feet high, of an ample, 
long frame, rather thin and spare. His head, 
which is not peculiar in its shape, is set rather 
forward on his shoulders; and his neck being 
long, fugee is, when he is walking or conversing, 
an bitual protrusion of it. It is still well 
covered with hair, which, having been once red, 
= now turning gray, is of an indistinct sandy 
His eyes are small, very light, and now nei-

His nose small, regular 
in its outline, and the nostrils a little elevated. 
His mouth is weil formed, and still filled with 
teeth ; it is strongly com » bearing an ex- 
pression of contentment and benevolence. His 
complexion, formerly light and freckled, now 
bears the marks of age and cutaneous affection. 
Hie lithbs are uncommonly long; his hands and’ 
feet very large, and his wrists of an extraordi-| 
nary size.

When sitting, he appears short, partly from a 
rather lounging habit of sitting, and partly from 
the disproportionate length of his limbs. 
His dress, when in the house, is a gray sur- 
tout coat, kerseymere stuffed waistcoat, with an 
under one faced with some material of dingy 
red. His pantaloons are very long and, loose, 
and of the same color as his coat. His stock- 
ing are woollen, either white or gray; and his 
shoes of the kind that bear his name. His 
whole dress is very much neglected, but not 
slovenly. He wears a common round hat. His 
dress, when on horseback, is a gray straight- 
bodied coat, and a spencer of the same material, 
both fastened with large pearl buttons. When 
we first saw him, he was riding; and, in addi- 
tion to the above articles of apparrel, wore round 
his throat a knit white woollen tippet, in the

is pantaloons. His general appearance indi- 
cates an extraordinary degree of health, viva- 
city, and spirit. His sight is still good, for he 
needs glasses only in the evening. His hearing 
is generally good, but a number of voices in 
animated conversation confuse it. 
Mr. Jefferson rises in the morning as soon 
as he can see the hands of his clock, which is 
directly opposite his bed, and examines his 
thermometer immediately, as he keeps a regular 
meteorological diary. Heemployshimselfchiefly 
in writing till breakfast, which is at nine. From 
that time till dinner he is in his library, except 
that in fair weather he rides on horseback from 
seven to fourteen miles. Dines at four, returns 
to the drawing-room at six, when coffee is 
brought in, and passes the evening till nine in 
Conversation, His habit of retiring at that 
hour 18 SO strony, that, it has become essential 
to his health and comfort. His diet is simple, 
but he seems restrained only by his taste. His 
breakfast is tea and coffee, bread always fresh 
from the oven, of which he does not seem afraid, 
with sometimes a slight accompaniment of cold 
meat. He enjoys his dinner well, taking with 
his meat a large portion of vegetables. He has 
a strong preference for the wines of the Conti- 
nent, of which he has many sorts of excellent 
qualities, having been more than commonly suc- 
cessful in his mode of importing and preserving 
tnem. Among others we found the following, 
which are very rare in this couatry, and appa- 
rently not at all injured by transportation: 
L’Ednau, Muscat, Samian, and Blanchette de 
Limoux. Dinner is served in half Virginia and 
half French style, in good taste and sodagance. 
No wine is put on the table till the cloth is re- 
moved. 
In conversation, Mr. Jefferson is easy and 
natural, and apparently not ambitious; it is not 
loud, as challenging general attention, but usu- 
ally addressed to the person next him. The 
topics, when not selected to suit the character 
and feelings of his auditor, are those subjects 
with which his mind seems particularly occu- 
pied ; and these, at present, may be said to be 
science and letters, and especially the Universi- 
ty of Virginia, which is coming into existence 
almost entirely from his exertions, and will rise, 
it is to be hoped, to usefulness and credit under 
his continued care. When we were with him, 
his favorite subjects were Greek and Anglo- 
Saxon, historical recollections of the times and 
events of the Revolution, and of hig residence 
in France from 1783-’4 to 1789. 


JEFFERSON'S ACCOUNT OF PATRICK HENRY,

Not a single paragraph of the whole article 
can stand the test of examination. 
Few events in history have been more fre- 
quent than slave insurrections; none has been 
so rare as the insurrection of labor (free) 
against capital. 
Insurrections of slaves in the Roman Empire 
were common, and most formidable. Gibbon, 
in his “ Decline and Fall,’ says, “In the free 
States of antiquity, the domestic slaves were 
exposed two Vite Most wanton rigor of despur 
ism. The perfect settlement of the Roman 
Empire was preceded by ages of rapine and 
The slaves consisted for the most 
part of barbarian captives, taken in thousands 
by the chances of war, purchased at a vile 
price, accustomed to a life of independence, 
and impatient to break and to revenge their 
fetters. Against such internal enemies, whose 
desperate insurrections had more than ence re- 
duced the Republic to the brink of destruction, 
the most severe regulations and the most cruel 
treatment seemec almost justified by the great 
law of preservatiou.” z 
We shall note a few of these insurrections. 
The free population of Sicily had become re- 
duced by the wars with Carthage; slave labor- 
ers had taken its place to a great extent; large 
tracts of the public domain, occupied by 
wealthy Romans or Sicilians, were covered 
Under the lead of Ennus, a 
Syrian, one of their number, they rose against 
their masters, (B. C. 134,) and marshalling 
a host of some 70,000, waged a most destruc- 
tive war for two years, before they could be 
subdued. Twenty thousand of them were put 
to the sword, and many were nailed to crosses 
along the highways, as a warning—a terrible 
fact, revealing the dread of servile insurrec- 
tion, felt by the slave-owners. 
Thirty years after, there was a still more 
frightful outbreak in the same island. The 
slaves attempted to break their chains, rallied 
in great force, defeated in succession two prx- 
torian armies, and were not subdued till after 
a bloody struggle of four years. 


The insurrection of Spartacus occurred in 
Italy, twenty-six years later, (B.C. 73,) and the 
representation given of it by the Enquirer is a 
It was one of the most threaten- 
ing servile insurrections that ever took place, 
and its devastating effects in Italy were never 
recovered from. Spartacus was, it is true, a 
gladiator ; but the most powerful slaves were 
trained in gladiatorial schools, s0 as to amuse 
their masters by their bloody contests in the 
Placing himself at the head of a band 
of slaves, like himself, he gave the signal for a 
general rising, and soon had an army of 10,000 
slaves under his command. It is the testimo- 
ny of all historians, that the free population 
had been so reduced in numbers, by the intro- 
duction of slave labor, that they could make 
no effectual resistance. All parts of southern 
Italy were ravaged without mercy, and flourisl:- 
ing towns burned down. The consuls were 
defeated, and the slaves won repeated victories. 
It required the best armies of Rome, at last, to 
put them down; and not until their leader 
was killedywould they even then submit. 


The Enquirer, while appearing as the eulo- 
gist of Roman Slavery, (and, recollect, the 
slaves held in the Roman Empire were white 
men—Spartacus himself being a Thracian) —

from the Secret Journals of the Congress of the 
Confederation, (vol. 1, p. i07,) containing the 
proceedings on the 29th March, 1779, furnishes 
@ sufficient commentary on this bold assertion ; 
“The Committee, (Messts. Laurens of S. C., 
Burke of N.C., Nelson of Va., Armstrong of 
Pa., and Dyer of Conn.,) to take into consider- 
ation the circumstances of the Southern States, 
and the ways and means for their safety and 
defence, report : 
“That the circumstances of the army will 
not admit of the detaching of any force for the 
defence of South Carolina and Georgia. That 
the continental battalions of those two States 
are not adequate to their defence. That our 
three battalions of North Carolina continental 
troops, now on the Southern service, are com- 
posed of drafts from the militia for nine months 
only, which term, with respect to a great part 
of them, will expire before the end of the cam- 
‘paign. That all the other force now employed 
for the defence of the said States consists of 
militia, who, from the remoteness of their hab- 
itations, and the difficulties attending their 
service, ought not to be relied on for continued 
exertions and a protracted war. That the 
State of South Carolina, as represented by the 
delegates from that State, and by Mr. Huger, 
who has come here at the request of the Gov- 
ernor of said State, on purpcse to explain the 
particuler circumstances thereof, is unable to 
make any effectual efforts with militia, by rea- 
son of the great proportion of citizens necessary 
to remain at home to prevent insurrection among 
the negroes, and to prevent the desertion of them 
to the enemy. That the state of the country, 
and the great numbers of those people among 
them, exposes the inhabitants to great danger, 
from the endeavors of the enemy to excite them 
either to revolt or desert. That it is suggested 
by the deleyates of said State, and by Mr. Huger, 
that a force might be raised in the State among 
the negroes, which would not only be formida- 
ble to the enemy, by their numbers, and the 
discipline of which they would admit, but would 
also lessen the danger from revolt and deser- 
tions, by detaching the most vigorous and en- 
terprising from among the negroes. That as 
this measure may involve some inconveniences 
peculiarly affecting South Carolina and Geor- 
gia, the Committee are of opinion that the same 
should be submitted to the governing powers 
of the said States; and if the said powers shall 
judge it —- to raise such a force, that 
the United States ought to defray the expense 
thereof. Whereupon, 
“ Resolved, That it be recommended to the 
States of South Carolina and Georgia, if they 
shall think the same expedient, to take meas- 
ures immediately for raising 3,000 able-bodied 
negroes,

“ Resolved, That Congress will make a pro- 
vision for paying the proprietors of such negroes 
as shall be enlisted for the service of the United 
States during the war, a full compensation for 
the p at a rate not exceeding $1,000 
for ai able-bodied negro man of standard 
size, not exceeding 35 years of age, who shall 
be so enlisted and pass muster.

And, if so designed, is it 
only such a book ?—“ A Selection of Sentences 
and Short Passages to excite interesting and 
useful Metaphysical and Philosophical Discus- 
249 | gion?” Can it be so regarded? Why then 
long extracts—in some cases of four, five, six, 
or eight pages each—from one author? Had 
it been merely thus pointed to the abstract 
questions of mental discipline, mental philoso- 
phy, or ethics, and appeared without a really 
moral or religious bearing of any kind, the 
question raised respecting it would have been 
avery different one. But can any one hon- 
estly examine it, and not see that it has a reli- 
gious bearing? Can any teacher use it with- 
out giving it such a bearing? Can any one 
go through, page after page, note the majority 
of names and the spirit of the extracts, and not 
form his conclusion at once as to what is the 
religious system of the compiler? Whether 
right or wrong, have not these opinions, as a 
whole, shaped the selection and the dealing 
with the authors taken? This is the issue, and 
The compiler had a 
perfect right to set forth and stand by her opin- 
ions—it is not denied—and there is the same 
right to call in questton such views, if deemed 
erroneous, by any one else, when they are made 
public. But is there an equal right to select 
and mingle in extracts from writers so heaven- 
wide from each other as to make «hem form 
parts of one system, anything but such as some 
of them could approve?
